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presidential support in 
thd- Maryland and Virginia 
; House delegations slid fur- 
ther yesterday, while the 
four senators from those 
States refused to commit 
thjSmselves publicly. 

J Although Maryland Re- 
trublican Senators J. Glenn 
Beil], and Charles McC. 
Mathias maintained public 
Positions of neutrality, the 
eight House members from 
Maryland, including several 
once strongly pro-Nixon con- 
servatives, appeared to be 
unanimous in support for 
impeachment. 

(Virginia Republican Sen. 
William L. Scott and inde- 
pendent Sen. Harry F. Byrd 
Jr. also refused to commit 
themselves. But it seemed 
certain that at least six, and 
possibly more, of the 10 Vir- 
ginia House members would 
vote for impeachment. 

Defection from Mr. Nixon 
in the Virginia delegation is 
particularly significant for 
that state’s House members 
supported the President’s 
position more consistently 
than any other state deldgis*- 
tion last , year. Virginia 
House members voted with 
Mr. Nixon position 68 per' 
cent of the time, followed by 
the Nebraska delegation 
with 67 per cent. The Mary- 
land. delegation voted with 
Mr. Nixon’s position 46 per 
cent of the time. 

Until yesterday, four of 
the Maryland House mem- 
bers had declared they 
would vote for impeach- 
ment. They were Republi- 
cans Gilbert Gude and Law- 
rence J. Hogan and Demo- 
crats Paul S. Sarbannes and 
Parren J. Mitchell. 

They were jointed yester- • 
day by Republican Robert E. 
Bauman and Democrat 
Goodloe E. Byron. Republi- 
can- Majorie S. Holt, who 
previously said she was emo- 
tionally leaning toward im- 
peachment, called for Mr. 
Nixon’s resignation. Demo- 
crat Clarence D. Long con- 
tinued to say he will wait 
before announcing his vote 
but he is expected to vote 



for impeachment. 

Except for Republican M. 
Caldwell Butler, a member 
of the Judiciary Committee, 
the members of the Virginia 
House delegation have re- 
fused to say publicly how 
they would vote on impeach- 
ment. Butler voted for arti- 
cles of impeachment. 

Republican Stanford E. 
Parris from Northern Vir- 
ginia’s Eighth Congressional 
District said yesterday that 
he now believes Mr. Nixon 
is guilty of “obstructing jus- 
tice.” He said he would vote 
for the Judiciary Commit- 
tee’s first article of impeach- 
ment if it was “strengthened 
to accuse the President of a 
‘willful obstruction of jus- 
tice.’ ” 

‘Republican Joel T. Broy- 
hill of Northern Virginia’s 



10th Congressional District 
is now also considered a 
vote for impeachment in pri- 
vate estimates made by Vir- 
ginia House members and 
their staffs. Yesterday he re- 
fused to state publicly how 
he would vote. AVhy should 
I?”- he asked. He added: 
“Why should I discourage 
people from writing to me 
and making their feelings 
known?” 

Democrat • Thomas N. 
Downing of Newport News 
said that “in the best inter- 
ests of the country and him- 
self he (Mr. Nixon) should 
resign.” While declining to 
state his position on im- 
peachment, Downing is con- 
sidered a vote for it. 

Also considered for im- 
peachment in the Virginia 
delegation are Republicans 
G. William Whitehurst of 
Norfolk and Robert W. Dan-' 
iel of Spring Grove. 

Until yesterday, Virginia 
Democrats Dan Daniel of 
Danville and David Satter- 
field III of Richmond and 
Republicans William C. 
Wampler of Bristol and J. 
Kenneth Robinson of Win- 
chester were considered 
foes of impeachment. State- 
ments from several of them 
yesterday, however, indicate 
they could end up voting* for 
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impeachment.” 

Robinson said Mr. Nixon’s 
revelations of Monday were 
' “most distressing to me.” 
Dan Daniels said he is 
“disillusioned and dis- 
tressed.” Wampler called 
the disclosures “damaging.” 
Maryland’s Bauman, in 
/ announcing he would vote, 
for impeachment, said that 
if Mi-. Nixon resigned it 
“would spare the country a 
great deal of further disrup- 
tion and anguish.” 

Bauman said he had 
hoped he “would never have 
to” vote for impeachment 
and made his decision “with 
a sense of profound sad- 
ness.” He said he gave “the 
President every benefit of 
doubt” and stated, “The evi- 
dence demonstrates clearly I 
that the President willfully 
participated in and directed 
a conspiracy to obstruct jus- 
tice.” 

Mrs. Holt described Mr. i 
Nixon as a “tormented i 
man.” She asked him “to re- 
sign the presidency to spare 
himself and the country fur- 
ther agony. He has lost for- 
ever the trust of the Con- 
gress and the overwhelming 
majority of the people.” She 
added, “There were high 
crimes and misdemeanors 
associated with his office 
and he cannot escape re- 
sponsibility for them.” 

Byron said the “President 
has clearly admitted partici- 
pation in obstruction of jus- 
tice. I would have no alter- 
native but to vote for the 
first article of impeachment 
(obstruction of justice).” 

In the Senate, Beall said 
he could not comment be- 
cause he probably will have 
to sit in judgment on the j 
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an impeachable offense. 
Yesterday he had his office 
tell inquiring reporters that 
Mr. Nixon’s admission of 



President. “It’s may obliga- 
tion to be faithful to the 
Constitution and particu- 
larly to be fait,” he said-. 
Asked whether Mr. Nixon 
can effectively continue to 
govern, Beall said: “I’m not 
going to answer that.” 
Mathias refused to talk to 
The Washington Post, de- 
spite repeated calls to his 
office. “He doesn’t have any- 
thing to say . . . events are 
happening so quickly,” a 
spokesman for Mathias said. 
The spokesman said Mathias 
continues to maintain that 
as a potential judge and ju- 
ror in a Senate trial of Mr. 
Nixon, he cannot discuss the 
case. 

_ Scott, until yesterday, had 
said he has seen no evidence 
that Mr. Nixon, committed 



Monday “does- adversely .re- 
flect',; on the credibility of 
the President.” Scott de- ’ 
dined to “make a judgment 
at this time as to whether 
the latest revelation is an im- 
peachable offense.” Pie said, 
through a spokesman, that 
he “was surprised at the ad- 
mission of the President ! 
that he -had not fully dis- 
closed to the public, his at- 
torney or to the prinicpal 
members of the White 
House staff.” - 
The spokesman said Scott 
“does not intend to make 
any final decision regarding 
■the removal of the President 
from office until the House 
of Representatives presents 
its evidence against the 
President and the President 
presents his defense before 
the Senate.”
